Cincinnati, May 20,— Accusing The­ 
odore Roosevelt of being a traitor to 
his party and of having forfeited hi* 
right to stand as a candidate in n 
Republican 
convention. 
President 
Taft has issued a statement 
which 
quite 
plainly 
shows 
that 
the 
pres­ 
ident believes Roosevelt is going to] 
bolt in the event of his (Taft's) nom- 
ination at Chicago. 
He characterizes 
Roosevelt's course as one of “ rule or 
ruin” and declares that his reported 
statement 
Saturday night 
in 
Cleve­ 
land that he is the Republican party 
finds no parallel in history save i:i 
the words of Louis X IV : ‘‘The state? 
I am it.” 
The issuing of this state­ 
ment, it is believed, removes the last 
hope that Roosevelt will yield in the 
event of Ta ft’s nomination. 
This statement is the most severe 
that the president has uttered against 
Roosevelt. 
Mr. Taft was angered by 
Roosevelt’s 
continued 
accusation 
against him in Cleveland and plainly 
showed his feeling. 
An open break 
in the party is now regarded as cer­ 
tain in the event of the Taft people 
winning at Chicago. 
Rumblings are 
being heard among Ohio Republicans 
in favor of the elimination of both 
Taft and Roosevelt, hut many think 
it is now too late. 
Senator Dixon, Roosevelt’s campaign 
manager, was in town Sunday after­ 
noon 
He was asked what Roosevelt's 
recent statements meant, whether or 
not the colonel intended to holt if 
Taft was renominated. 
His reply was 
somewhat evasive. 
He said he sup­ 
posed the colonel was merely giving a 
hint that he would not stand for un­ 
fair work at Chicago. 
.The colonel is not coming to Cincin­ 
nati today on the last lap of his Ohio 
campaign. 
W hen he leaves the state 
late this afternoon on his way home, 
he 
wdll 
have carried 
his campaign 
into every congressional district 
in 
the state except the two which repre- 
sent Cincinnati, the president’s home. 
He will have traveled between 2,500 
and 2.000 miles and made over seventy 
speeches.
